Washington, July 2.—Captain How 
gate was this morning sentenced 
eight years in the penitentiary. 
Sing Sing, N. Y., July I.—Dr. R obert' 
W. Buchanan, the celebrated wife-pois- 
- oner, was electrocuted here yester­ 
day. 
W arden Sage, at 11:26 o’clock, 
pressed the button and the doomed man 
ceased to live. The operation was pro­ 
nounced a complete success. 
In the early morning Mrs. Buchanan 
m ade a final and pathetic appeal to 
Gov. Morton to grant a stay, but his ex­ 
cellency, with tears in his eyes, refused. 
It was 11:14 when the witnesses were 
called to the execution chamber. 
AU 
w as then ready and Electrician Davis 
w as at the switchboard. 
In a closed 
box was the convict, who, upon the sig­ 
nal, turned the switch. When the party 
was seated the electrician put a bank of 
incandescent lights on the chair and 
sent the current through them. There 
were 1,740 volts on the bank, and when 
they were switched off again the w ar­ 
den and two guards appeared at the 
door with Dr. Buchanan. He walked in 
w ithout a word and took his seat. In 
about thirty seconds he wks strapped, 
and in forty seconds was pronounced 
dead. The voltage of 1,740 was kept on 
to r four seconds and then reduced to

Discouraging Reports of the Deposits In 
This Country. 
W ashington, Juy 2.—In an extended 
report on the subject of the occurrence 
and production of tin throughout the 
world C. M. Rolker, a special agent of 
the Geological Survey, discusses the tin 
situation in the United States. He says: 
“No tin is being produced in the United 
States and the tin occurrences in this 
country are so far only of geological or 
mineralogical interest, with indications 
of prospective value in a few instances. 
Tin occurs at Winslow, Me., Massachu­ 
setts, New Hampshire, Connecticut, in 
the Blue Ridge Mountains, North Caro­ 
lina, Souin Dakota, Alabama, Texas, 
Colorado and Northern California, but 
in small quantities every where.”

■woman was wealthy but old enough to 
be Buchanan’s m other and he passed 
her off as a wealthy widow who in­ 
sisted on being his housekeeper. They 
did not live happily, and he was fre­ 
quently heard by his intim ate friends ta 
m ake threats against the woman, On 
the 2d of September, 1892, she suddenly 
took sick after eating a hearty break­ 
fast and a doctor was called in.

visiting physician said th at she was suf­ 
fering from hysteria and prescribed for 
her. Buchanan was seen to adm inister 
two spoonfuls of some medicine to her.

The 
trial lasted six weeks and" April 25, hav­ 
ing deliberated for two days, the jury 
returned a verdict of “guilty.”

tence was deferred until August

when Recorder Smyth sentenced Buch­ 
anan to death by electricity, the 
ex­ 
trem e penalty to be carried into effect 
■during the week beginning October 2, 
1893. A stay of execution was secured 
on an appeal, but February 25, of this 
year, the court of appeals sustained the 
conviction. 
Buchanan was brought down from 
Sing Sing Friday, March 22, and Re­ 
corder Goff resentenced him to die in 
the electric chair during the week be­ 
ginning April 22. 
An appeal was made to the United 
S tates supreme court at W ashington on 
the ground that Buchanan was robbed 
of his constitutional rights, owing to 
one of the jurors having had an attack 
of delirium after the case was sub­ 
mitted. This appeal was overruled by 
the supreme court Wednesday, April 
17, and th at ended it.

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COLOR SUGGESTIONS. 


W hat Colors Make Good Combinations. 
S kirts and B louses. 
The following general rules on color ef­ 
fects in dressing are taken from a trade 
catalogia': lied and violet do not accord 
well. 
Orange and yellow accord incom­ 
parably better than red and orange. 
Or­ 
ange and green do not accord well. 
Or­ 
ange and violet accord passably. 
Yellow 
and green form an agreeable combination. 
Greenish yellow and violet blend nicely. 
The arrangement of yellow and blue is 
more agreeable than that of yellow and 
green, but it is less lively. Green and blue 
produce an indifferent effect, but bettor

let, especially when light, form a combina­ 
tion preferable to green and blue. Red and 
green intensify each other.

HOME OF THE COLD WAVE. 


▼alley 
o f 
Eastern 
B ritish 
Columbia 
Said to B e Its Starting Place. 
It is frequently asked: 
Where do 
cold waves originate? 
The coldest 
portion of the North American conti­ 
nent, says the Washington Post, is, in 
all probability, in the Saskatchewan 
Valley, 
east of Mount Hooker and 
Mount Hood, both of which are situ­ 
ated in the Rocky Mountain range that 
divides British Columbia from the val­ 
ley and 
the Alberta country. 
The 
height of this mountain range prevents 
the eastern trend or flow of vapor from 
the Pacific Ocean from crossing over 
into the valley, as it would were it not 
for the presence of this high range of 
mountains. 
Yet it must not be sup­ 
posed that extreme cold always pre­ 
vails here, because at certain intervals 
the vapor from the Pacific flows east 
by 
way 
of 
the 
Alaska 
peninsula, 
through the upper valley of the Atha­ 
basca River into Alberta and the val­ 
ley of the Saskatchewan, and there

and expands the atmosphere, crosses 
the path of the cold wave, and a 
warmth of from 20 to 40 degrees is the 
result, 
as we often see graphically 
marked on the weather map by red 
dots here and there on its surface. But 
this does not satisfactorily answer why 
ii is that the cold wave leaves its home 
in the above mentioned valley to go 
junketing on a southern tour. To find 
the cause of those successive cold waves 
which we experienced from time to 
time last winter we will have to look 
in quite another direction, down to th# 
northern tropical latitude, where the 
great evaporation of those warm cur­ 
rents and ocean surfaces is carried 
westward from the Atlantic Ocean by 
the trade winds, and is massed together 
between the winds of the eastern off­ 
shore winds, blowing sometimes from 
Florida, and at other times from Texas, 
but in either case promoting cyclonic 
action, which has the effect of enlarg­ 
ing the area of the storm, and the im­ 
mediate result is an enormous expan­ 
sion of atmosphere usually denominated 
low.”
